At Budapest’s Central priso n the ex ­ 
ecutio ns o ccur at 5 o ’clo ck in the mo rn­ 
ing. Escaped Hungarians will tell y o u: 
“ Yo u nev er kno w the day . Yo u o nly kno w 
the ho ur.” No Hungarian o r seized fo r­ 
eigner is ev er warned in adv ance that he 
o r she is to be liquidated. 
This is likewise co nfirmed fo r Red 
Czecho slo v akia by Czech-bo rn American 
citizen Vladimir Kazan-Ko marek, lo ng 
held in priso n in Prague, and who se bro ­ 
ther Miro slav serv ed 10 y ears in jail 
merely because he knew him. 
Amo ng Viennese, pro bably the mo st 
famo us o f Budapest’s secret ex ecutio ns, 
which ev en Fo ck did no t hav e the gall to 
deny , were tho se o f 57 Hungarian y o uths 
at the univ ersity , 46 bo y s and 11 girls. 
Held inco mmunicado , all were hanged in 
the Central Priso n co urty ard, each girl 
o n the day she reached her 18 th birth­ 
day . each bo y when he reached his 21st. 
Fo ck’s “ bridge-building” fo ray here, 
a transparent fraud fro m 
which we 
sho uld draw o ur o wn lesso n in the United 
States, was a to tal failure. The Austrian 
peo ple kno w that the Red leo pard has 
no t changed its spo ts. 
Lo cated o n the Hungarian-Czecho slo - 
v akian fro ntiers, Austria lo o ks upo n so me 
West-East trade as an eco no mic essen­ 
tial. But it asto unds the Viennese that we 
in far-o ff America, fighting co mmunism 
in Vietnam and elsewhere, sho uld fall in­ 


to this trap. Trade giv es aid. When we 
help a Co mmunist fo rm o f go v ernment, 
we undermine the security o f the United 
States. 
The chief o f o ur State Department 
security fo rces, in turn, charged with pro ­ 
tecting o ur embassies and co nsulates a- 
bro ad, tells me here that his gro up finds 
o ur Budapest and Prague embassies the 
mo st heav ily “ bugged,” infiltrated and 
mo lested o f any we maintain behind the 
Iro n Curtain. Fo r ex ample, when a m ic­ 
ro pho ne was unearthed recently in the 
am bassado r’s o ffice and three mo re in 
his Budapest residence, the embassy did 
no t ev en pro test it, this was so usual. 
All U.S. embassies by necessity em ­ 
plo y a co untry ’s natio nals as subo rdinate 
clerks, translato rs, chauffeurs, etc. In 
Hungary , we arc required to hav e these 
assigned to us o nly by the Co mmunist 
Party emplo y ment headquarters. 
Ev en so , the secret po lice co nstantly 
harass them. One after ano ther they dis­ 
appear fro m their U.S. embassy jo bs. 
Recruiting their replacements is an end­ 
less and tragic embassy pro blem. “ If y o u 
hav e wo rked fo r the Americans, a mark 
is put o n y o u,” replacements co nfide 
when em bassy o fficials try to o btain 
them.

result, 
American 
chargee 
Frank Mehan repo rts fro m Budapest, o ur 
installatio n is ho pelessly understaffed. 
Mo reo v er, Mehan states, ev en o ur dip- 
lo matic-po ueh co uriers are repeatedly de­ 
lay ed and harassed at the Budapest air­ 
po rt and o ur em bassy ’s impo rtatio n o f 
needed equipment, including new cable 
co ding machines, is made nearly impo s­ 
sible. 
In co ntrast, grafting Red o fficials hav e 
a deal with sev eral Austrian auto mo bile 
dealers here. These dealers are bo o tleg­ 
ging into Hungary abo ut 200 American 
cars a y ear, brazenly listed o n the bills 
o f lading, when driv en acro ss the fro n­ 
tier, as “ gift packages.*’ The grafting 
Budapest nabo bs instruct the custo m 
guards to wink at this and let the cars 
pass. 
Witho ut such graft, the Co mmunist red 
tape usually bo gs do wn ev ery thing. Yet 
the Reds can act fast when they want to : 
Witness the all but instantaneo us o fficial 
blackball o f this writer by the Hungarian 
em bassy here literally within minutes 
after his passpo rt was presented fo r an 
entrance v isa.
